Physicians, Not Sure She Didn’t 
Eat Some of It, Use Emetics 
to Save Her Life. 


The Girl with the Cat’s Eye tried to 
kill herself by eating powdered glass 
shortly after being transferred , from 
police headquarters to jail, Saturday 
morning. She was caught in the act of 
placing the deadly glass in her mouth, 
and after a struggle wih Matron Wolf 
her plan of self-destruction was frus- 
trated. 

Two years ago she attempted suicide 
in Pittsburg, and it is believed by the 
police that Saturday’s effort was the 
third she has made, because, when she 
became ill in Central District Holdover 
last Sunday she displayed symptoms of 
‘poisoning. 

In what manner she obtained the 
glass has not yet been determined but 
Emil Wurst, janitor at Police Head- 
auarters, recalls that only a few drys 
ago he missed an incandescent light 
globe from the toilet room in the mat- 
ron’ssquarters. He thought nothing of 
the disappearance at the time, believing 
the light had burned out and had been 
removed by one of the other janitors. 
The glass found in possession of the 
prisoner is of the ‘same quality as that 
in the globes. ' 

Physiciang Examine Her. 

She is believed to have ground the 
globe in the folds of her skirts and thus 
prevented the popping sound which usu- 
ally accompanies the breaking of an 
electric light globe. 

Physicians who were smmoned to the 
jail after the attempt at suicide ex- 
amined the prisoner’s mouth and ex: 
pressed the opinion that she had not 
swallowed any of the glass, or at least 
only a very small portion of it. There 
were no cuts visible, but the doctors. 
not wishing to take chances, adminis 
tered emetics, The prisoner at first re 

ed the etfarts of the doctors to treat 
, but after some coaxing by Matron 
Wolf she submitted. 


Piaced on Milk Diet. 

After treatment she was ordered 
placed on a milk diet. She refused 
to discuss her act with the jail matron 
or anyone else who questioned her. 
She maintained the same stubborn 
silence that characterized her stay of 
a week at Police Headquarters. 

Despondency over the failure of 
friends to come to her assistance is 
believed to have led to the suicide 
attempt. This and the fact that she 
has been identified by the police of 
this city, Chicago and Toledo, and 
the holding up of her bank accounts 
by victims of her alleged pecuiations 
have spread a gloom over. her, 

In jail she is booked as Lillian Mc- 
Dowell, having been identified as the 
wife of Jim McDowell, a convict in 
the Pennsylvania penitentiary. ‘She 
is held pending trial on charges of 
stealing $13,000 worth of diamonds 
from the homes of H. Chouteau Dyer 
and Joseph M. Hayes, where she was 
employed at different times as ser-

CARNEGIE GIVES $1,250,000 
FOR HERO FUND IN GERMANY 


Donation Makes the Fourth of its 
Kind Established Since 


1904. 


BERLIN, Dec. 81.—Andrew ' Carnegie 
has given $1,250,000 to establish a hero 
fund in Germany. 








This is the fourth hero fund estab- 
lished by Carnegie. The original en- 
dowment was made in April, 1904, when 
$5,000,000 was placed in the hands: of a 
commission composed of 21 residen‘s of 
Pittsburg, Pa., who were instructed to 
use the annual proceeds of the fund in 
the benefit of dependents of those losing 
their lives in heroic effort to save their 
fellow men or for the heroes th ves 
if injured. The beneficiaries w con- 
fined to those associated with acts per. 
formned within the United States, Can- 
ada,and New Foundland and the waters 
thereof. 

In 1908 Carnegie gave $1,260,000 for the 
ereation.of a hero fund in Great Britain. 
In the following year he established a 
similar fund in France by the gift of 
$1,000,000. The total set apart for this 
purpose is now $8,500,000.

Mois- 
sant was not thin-skinned, but it was 
gaid he resented some of the slurs on 
Even while his great 
Channel flight was in progress and he 
kad been forced to descend several 
times to make repairs, he had been re- 
ferred to as a “novice who couldn’t 
keep his machine in the air.” 

Never Forgave Criticism. 

After the flight was an accomplished 
fact, however, English and French 
newspapers alike conceded his place in 
aviation and did much to make amends 
for their previous criticisms. Moissant, 
it is believed, never fully forgave them, 
and as soon as he could do so he re- 
turned to his native country, where his 
skill was more generously recognized,

Moissant lived in Chicago until he 
was 19 years old. He then started 
for thé Pacific Coast, drifted down 
to Central America, became u soldier 
of fortune and trader and finally was 
driven from San Salvador, when the 
general under whom he was fight- 
inz met defeat.

~ KANSAS CITY HAS 


PRACTICALLY NO 
SMOKE NUISANCE 


Broad Police Powers Given to 
Health Officials Largely Re- 
sponsible, It.Is Said. 


Smoke Is Found, Violators 
‘Are Promptly Fined. 





Kansas City, whose civic spirit has 
frequently been held up as a pattern 
for St. Louis, has takén the lead of 
this city in the work of. abolishing its 


smoke nuisance. It has very little left 


to complain of, 

Providence and natural conditions 
have favored Kansas City in this mat- 
ter. When natural gas was introduced 


there and crude ojl became an avail- 
able fuel for factories and power 
plants, one of the biggest parts of the 
smoke problem was solved. 

How conditions have improved in 
Kansas City in the last few years, the 
Kansas City correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch has outlined in a special let- 
ter. The letter was sent in reply to 
inquiries made in the course of the 
Post-Dispatch campaign for the en- 
forcement of the St. Louis anti-smoke 
ordinance. 

“Little is heard in Kansas City now 
of the smoke nuisance,” the correspond- 
ent writes. “The man with a smudge 
of soot on his nose and a black streak 
on his collar, put on clean in the morn- 
ing, is not so frequently seen as in 
former days. 

Oil Burned Instead of Coal. 

“Big oil tank motor trucks have taken 
the place of coal wagons on the streets 
and the change in fuel has helped to 
do away with the smoke evil. Instead 
of the former dense black smoke, only a 
thin vapor now rises from chimneys. 

“The broad police powers given to 
the Board of Health by Kansas City’s 
new charter have induced many large 
fuel consumers to put in oil or smoke 
consuming grates. Such a course has 
generally saved money to those who 
have followed it. 

‘‘There is still some complaint from the 
few spots where there is smoke. For 
example, a candy factory on the North 
Side has caused smoke on some of the 
business streets under certain wind or 
weather conditions. Occasionally a laun- 
dry or factory becomes a smoke nui- 
sance in some particular neighborhood. 
The agents of the Health Department 
summon the persons responsible for 
these into, court. whenever there is a 
complaint, and they are fined. Soon, 
the officials believe, -the smoke. will be 
restricted to the packings heuses- and the 
locomotives in the railre -yards. 

“Bven in the railroad yards there 
is prospect of a dimigttien of smoke 
through the increg@sifg@> number of 
oil-burning locomotfveB.’* It if com- 
ing into general use for switch en- 
gines. But the chief credit for the 
reduction of the smokeévil must be 
given to natural gas, when it is re- 
membered that five years ago every 
household: was burning coal in fur- 
naces or stoves. 

Law Is Effective. 

“As to the law, a city ordinance 
says it shall be a misdemeanor to 
permit-the emission of dense black 
smoke. In addition to this the Health 
Board has the power to punish a 
nuisance that is a menace to health, 
if it is shown to be possible to abate 
it. A state law on this subject also 
applies to Kansas City.” .

Oscar Bowles, 14 years old, who lay 
wounded in the woods near Edwards- 
ville, hig home, for:an hour after be- 
ing shot because Charnic Worden, the 
St. Louis boy with him, could not 
hitch up a horse, died Saturday morn- 
ing.

LAWMAKERS FLOCKING IN 


Each Has a Pet Measure to Back 
—Qne Limits Women’s Wofk- 
. day to Nine Hours. 


The ~advance guard of legislators on 
their way to.Jefferson City for the 


Iorty-sixth General Assembly, which 
convenes Jan. 4, appeared at St. Louis 
hotels Saturday. Nearly every member 
has ome or more pet bills for which he 
is soliciting support from other mem- 
brs. 

John T. Barker of La Plata, who will 
have no opposition for Speaker of the 
House, announced that he would urge 
the passage of a bill limiting the hours 
of employment for women to nine a day. 

Barker’s bill, exempting telephone and 
telegraph operators, prohibits the em- 
ployment of women at night, though he 
said he probably would make a few 
other exceptions. 

William H, Phelps, who was in Jef- 
ferson City as legislative attorney for 
railroads for 26 years, now a member 
of the House from the Carthage dis- 
trict, has a hill fixing passenger rates 
at 2% cents a mile. The bill is aimed 
at the Missouri Pacific: and other Gould 
roads in Missouri, which are charging 3 
cents a mile, while many other roads 
are satisfied with 2% cents. 

Says Trains Are Always Late. 

Col. Phelps announces that he will alse 
introduce bills to improve the service 
on the railroads. 

“There hasn’t been a Missouri Pacific 
train run into Carthage on time in ‘four 
years,’ declared Col. Phelps. “There is 
no excuse for such service, and I be- 
lieve it can be remedied by proper legis- 
lation. The railroads are operating un- 
der valuable franchises for which the 
people of the State subjected themselves 
to taxation for many years, and it is 
certainly the duty of the railroads to 
give something in return.” 

Senator F. W. McAllister made no 
announcement of Jegislation he expects 
to start. He declared his opposition to 
the: unnecessarily large clerical force 
which past legislatures have had, and 
said he would oppose the employment of 
more clerks than are necessary to trans- 
act the business of the General Assem- 
bly. 

“The Democrats cqntrol both houses 
this year,” said Senator McAllister, “and 
in these times of high cost of -living 
as the result of the Republican tariff, 
it behooves us Democrats to do all we 
can to remedy conditions. 

“The @lerical force of past sessions has 
cost the people of Missouri thousands 
and thousands of dollars. In many in- 
tances clerks did not even report, cx- 
cept on pay day. I am satisfied it will 
be the disposition of both houses this 
session to keep the payroll at the mini- 
mum,”’ 

Decrease in Attorneys. 

The large army Of legislative attorneys 
usually on its way to Jefferapn City for 
a week before the Legisia.ure meets 
has not ‘materialized this year. Dis- 
patches from the capital say that New- 
lan Conkling, who for many years looked 
after the interests of the Santa Fe 
Railroad, has engaged quarters in Jef- 
ferson City and. will represent all rail- 
roads, with the possible exception of the 
Missouri Pacific. 

The Tobacco Trust, whose interests 
have been looked. after in past years 
by men in the enfbloy of the Missour) 
Pacific, has notified officials of that 
road that it has made other arrange:

NEW. ‘CHARTER PROBLEMS. 
The most frequent objections to the new char- 
ter seem to arise from its abolishment of the 
House of Delegates and the centralization of 


| power dn the 


“Who would think of abolishing the National 
House of, Representatives?” asks one man in a 
letter to the Post-Dispatch. It is already offered 
in argument that “two lawmaking bodies are a 
check on vicious legislation,” that corruption was 
as much the rule in the ancient days of.a single 
legislative body and that the temptation to abuse 
the power conferred on them will be too much 
for the future mayors the people of St. Louis 
will choose. 

The Post-Dispatch is not yet inclined to sup- 
port in its entirety a charter on which the ink is 
still wet, but in the opposing arguments presented 
we find prejudice rather than logic and less force 
than ignorance of the progress which has been 
made in the science of municipal government. 

A first reminder to those of reactionary mind 
is that this is a twentieth century charter, de- 
signed for use by a community which has been 
awakened from civic sleep, which has been taught 
by bitter experience the ways of the wicked, in 
office and is otherwise ambitious to me pace 
with municipal progress. 

In the last 20 years all ideas of municipal gov- 
ernment have been revolutionized. The study of 
it has been searching and constant. St. Louis, 
with a charter so’ well fashioned in the old way 
that it was supposed to prevent evils automatic- 
ally, has seen its progress stopped and its ex- 
pressed demands nullified by the very House of 
Delegates whose continued existence finds cham- 
pions now. It has seen the elaborate scheme of 
checks and balances defied by defaulters. It has 
seen the effects of responsibility. so divided that 
ctime and graft became impersonal and unpunish- 
able. It has seen the operations of corrupt 
political machines whose perpetuation was as- 
sured by cutting the city into wards that there 
might be district representation. It has seen the 
whole scheme crumble under the attack of’ gang- 
sters and grafters. 

Other cities have had the same _ experience. 
Some of them, profiting by their woes, haye gone 
from the extreme of automatic checks to the ex- 
treme of the “benevolent tyranny,’”’ known as the 
commission plan. -The Freeholders have not 
gone’ so far. But they have accepted the premise 
that under any scheme of government someone 
must in the end be trusted. Instead of providing 
for the election of one set of men to watch an- 
other set, they have subscribed to the principle 
that it is more practical to have the people do the 
watching. We prefer the view that the responsi- 
bility has been placed, not on the Mayor, but on 
the people. We find evidence that the objectors 
to the new charter think this responsibility will 
be irksome, or that the people are not to be 
trusted. They would rather trust a scheme of 
checks and balances at the sacrifice of efficiency, 
to prevent the Mayor, for instance, from being 
dishonest than themselves to choose an honest 
and capable executive. 

Whatever else may be true of the new charter 


the Post-Dispatch believes that the people of St.
